I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1969  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  ^70  of 
the  Welsh  Boa^d  of  Health.  OppICI?. 


STATISTICS 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  was  23,120,  and  this  is  the 
figure  used  for  the  statistics  shown  in  the  Report. 

BIRTHS 

There  were  345  births,  but  only  35  were  born  at  home. 
These  figures  reflect  the  recent  trend  of  fewer  and  fewer 
home  deliveries. 

There  is  not  much  difficulty  in  booking  Penarth 
confinements  either  at  the  two  Cardiff  Maternity  Hospitals 
or  the  Barry  Maternity  Hospital. 

In  the  last  few  years  a greater  proportion  of  mothers 
have  been  allowed  home  forty-eight  hours  after  delivery 
where  the  home  is  suitable;  they  are  then  nursed  by  the 
Midwives  or  Maternity  Nurses. 

INFANT  DEATHS 

The  number  of  infant  deaths,  namely  four,  was  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  town,  and  three  of  these  were  so 
premature,  or  had  such  congenital  defects  that  they  failed 
to  survive  twenty-four  hours. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

The  table  of  certain  causes  of  death,  namely  Carcinoma 
of  Lung,  Coronary  Disease  and  Bronchitis  is  on  page  15. 
About  one-third  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  Coronary 
Disease,  but  fortunately  only  six  of  these  could  be  regarded 
as  middle  aged  and  in  the  prime  of  life. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  by 
Medical  Practitioners  in  Practice  or  Hospitals  is  shown  on 
page  16. 

Tuberculosis 

For  only  the  second  time  on  record  there  was  not  a single 
death  in  the  town  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  there 
were  only  four  notifications  of  this  form  of  the  disease,  all 
being  in  the  middle-age  group. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  were  only  two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  both  in 
one  family,  the  causative  organism  in  each  case  being 
Salmonella  heidelberg. 

The  article  of  food  responsible  could  not  be  determined. 


PREVENTIVE  IMMUNISATION 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures 
carried  out  in  the  main  by  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council,  and  to  a lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners  are  shown  on  page  20. 

Measles 

Although  protection  against  this  disease  has  been 
available  since  1968  the  number  of  parents  seeking  immunis- 
ation for  their  children  has  been  disappointingly  small. 
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One  in  fifteen  children  suiTering  from  measles  develop 
one  or  more  of  the  following  complications: — 

Middle  ear  infection; 

Broncho-pneumonia ; 

Inflammation  of  the  brain. 

All  these  may  be  potentially  serious,  and  in  particular 
the  last  which  can  prove  fatal,  or  may  leave  the  child  with 
some  degree  of  intellectual  impairment  or  suffering  from  fits. 
Although  the  incidence  of  this  last  complication  is  only 
4 per  1,000  it  should  cause  intelligent  parents  to  seek 
protection. 

A high  immunisation  rate  would  result  in  the  complete 
abolition  of  the  disease,  or,  at  least,  do  away  with  the  regular 
large  epidemics  we  now  experience. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 

A list  of  Hospitals,  Hostels  and  other  Institutions

Details  of  the  County  Council’s  Health  Visiting, 
Midwifery,  Home  Nursing  Service,  Home  Helps  and 
Chiropody  appear  on  page  21. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  County  Council  spends  on 
average  about  ;(^150  per  week  on  the  Home  Help  Service  in 
Penarth. 

Until  recently  there  has  been  considerable  difficulty 
in  recruiting  sufficient  Home  Helps  in  the  town,  but  we  are 
now  able  to  obtain  enough  applicants  of  the  right  calibre 
for  the  work. 

The  service  is  most  difficult  to  administer,  the  work 
having  to  be  planned  each  week  in  advance,  but  last  minute 
modifications  due  to  sudden  emergencies  and  staff  illness 
tend  to  disrupt  its  smooth  running. 
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The  majority  of  Home  Helps  find  it  a very  satisfying 
occupation,  and  many  of  them  are  dedicated  to  their  work 
and  are  known  to  help  the  aged  in  particular  to  a far  greater 
extent  than  they  are  reqiured  to  do. 


CHIROPODY 

Approximately  700  persons  received  free  chiropody 
treatment  in  Penarth,  either  at  the  Clinic  or  in  their  own 
homes. 

Unfortunately  this  excellent  service  which  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  recipients  some  of  whom  would  be  house- 
bound without  treatment,  is  not  as  efficient  as  one  would 
wish  because  of  the  great  difficulty  in  recruiting  Chiropodists. 
This  results  in  a much  longer  wait  than  that  recommended 
between  treatments.  However,  priority  is  given  to  certain 
medical  categories. 


DAY  CENTRE 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  writing  briefly  about 
the  town’s  first  day  centre. 

Thanks  to  the  joint  effort  of  Trinity  Church,  Stanwell 
Road  and  the  Council,  a very  fine  Centre  has  been  operating 
with  great  success  in  purpose-built  premises. 

The  main  room  is  an  extension  of  existing  buildings  with 
comfortable  furniture  and  large  windows  with  southern 
aspect. 

The  kitchen  and  its  equipment  are  almost  a model  of 
its  kind. 

The  Centre  is  open  on  four  days  a week,  and  in  addition 
to  being  a meeting  place  for  our  senior  citizens  for  morning 
coffee  and  tea  in  the  afternoon,  serves  an  excellent  lunch  to 
40  or  45  persons  at  a cost  of  2/6d  per  meal  mainly  for  those 
who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves  in  this  respect  in  their 
own  homes. 
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The  two  paid  kitchen  staff  are  helped  by  a band  of 
dedicated  volunteer  workers.  Others  give  valuable  service 
by  conveying  in  the  Council’s  Utilabrake,  or  private  cars, 
those  too  infirm  to  attend  without  such  help. 

Instances  are  known  to  me  where  persons  who  had 
become  very  lonely  and  withdrawn  have  been  induced  to 
attend  the  Day  Centre,  resulting  in  great  benefit  in  that  they 
acquired  new  friends  and  new  interests. 

The  venture  has  proved  so  popular  and  the  need  so 
obvious  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  efforts  to  establish  a second 
Centre  in  the  north  end  of  the  town  will  come  to  fruition 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  periodic  bacteriological  screening  of  the  large  pool 
and  its  surround  to  check  on  the  presence  of  Mycobacterium 
balnei  (the  causative  organism  of  the  outbreak  of  Swimming 
Pool  Granuloma  in  the  summer  of  1966)  has  been  continued 
by  the  Bacteriology  Department  of  the  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary.  Fortunately  there  is  no  evidence  of  its 
reappearance. 

In  the  event  of  the  Authority’s  plans  to  build  new 
Swimming  Baths  in  the  town  not  materialising,  and 
unfortunately  this  would  appear  to  be  the  situation  at  present, 
I sincerely  trust  that  the  Council  will  give  serious 
consideration,  without  undue  delay,  to  the  renovation  of  the 
smaller  bath  by  re-tiling  the  pool  and  its  surround.  There 
is  surely  a moral  obligation  on  the  Council  to  provide  a 
learners’  pool  for  the  small  children  of  the  town. 

When  carrying  out  a certain  investigation  at  one  of  the 
Comprehensive  Schools  in  Penarth  in  the  form  of  a 
questionnaire  I included  some  questions  on  the  swimming 
habits  of  the  boys  and  learned  that  hundreds  of  them 
visited  the  Empire  Pool  in  Cardiff.  It  also  came  to  light 
that  the  majority  expressed  a preference  for  swimming  in 
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salt  water,  but  gave  as  their  reasons  for  not  frequenting  the 
Penarth  Baths  the  over-crowding  and  the  presence  of 
small  children  which  prevented  them  from  enjoying  a swim. 

I suggest  that  this  presents  a serious  loss  of  revenue, 
and  would  remind  members  that  I reported  on  this  over- 
crowding at  some  lengths  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1967. 

Surely  with  a little  thought  this  could  be  put  right 
resulting  in  a substantial  increase  in  revenue  at  the  Baths 
and  allowing  our  more  senior  school  children  to  obtain  some 
enjoyment  from  their  swimming.

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act 
during  the  year,  i.e.  the  compulsory  removal  on  a Court 
Order  of  persons  ‘who  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves 
and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and 
attention’.

Two  midwives  undertake  domiciliary  midwifery. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  four  District  Nurses  working  full  time  in  the  Penarth 
area.  During  the  year,  these  Nurses  attended  to  393  patients  in  their 
homes. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  these  cases  throughout  the  year 
was  17,056  and  of  these  14,084  visits  were  made  to  persons  who  were 
over  65  years  of  age. 

HOME  HELPS 

Three  full  time  and  23  part-time  home  helps  attended  on  an 
average  149  households  per  week  during  the  year.  The  greater 
majority  of  those  receiving  help  were  either  elderly,  sick  or  infirm. 

There  is  always  considerable  difficulty  in  recruiting  sufficient 
home  helps  in  Penarth  and  the  demands  on  the  service  are  such  that 
home  helps  have  to  be  brought  in  from  other  areas,  such  as  Cadoxton 
and  Barry. 

CHIROPODY 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  693  persons  on  the  Register,  and 
during  the  year  1,137  treatments  were  given  at  the  Clinics  and  781 
treatments  in  the  patients’  own  homes.

Disinfestation  of  verminous  houses  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of 
modern  chemicals  and  during  the  year  the  following  work  was  under-

In  the  auturnn  an  infestation  of  bed  bugs  was  discovered  in  the 
Council’s  new  Housing  Site  on  the  Billybanks,  and  as  a result  of  the 
inspection  of  49  flats,  21  flats  were  found  to  be  infested. 

The  Department  undertook  the  work  of  disinfestation  and  alto- 
gether 80  rooms  were  fumigated  and  12  other  rooms  treated  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  The  work  consisted  of  each  room  receiving 
two  treatments  at  three  weekly  intervals. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  the  Department  also 
treated  the  following  premises: 

55  dwellinghouses  for  the  eradication  of  ants; 

6 dwellinghouses  for  the  eradication  of  silver  fish;

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  town  receives  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  surface  water 
from  the  Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Brecknock  Beacons. 
The  water  is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  there 
being  no  real  concern  regarding  the  latter  except  occasionally  a degree 
of  economy  being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the  use  of  garden  hoses. 

Seventy  five  Bacteriological  and  seven  Chemical  samples  of  water 
were  taken  from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
eight  Bacteriological  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in 
the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a Patterson 
Chloroscope. 

All  Penarth  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
water  mains. 


Rainfall 

Total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  33.50  inches,  rain  being  recorded 
on  168  days  as  compared  with  194  days  in  1968. 

The  average  rainfall  over  the  past  25  years  was  39.21  inches. 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  in  Penarth  consists  of  five  sewer 
outfalls  all  discharging  directly  into  tidal  waters.  No  form  of  treatment 
is  applied  to  the  sewage  before  its  disposal. 


Refuse  Disposal 

In  order  to  control  fly  infestation  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip 
treatment  was  commenced  in  April  and  continued  until  the  end  of 
September. 

During  this  period  23  treatments  were  carried  out  which  consisted 
of  spraying  the  entire  face  and  surface  of  the  refuse  tip  with  liquid  tip 
dressing. 

This  resulted  in  a noticeable  decrease  in  fly  infestation  throughout 
the  Urban  District,  and  it  was  decided  that  these  treatments  should  be 
continued  during  1970.

During  the  year  a survey  was  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  of  the  Factories  and  Workplaces  on  the  Penarth  Dock.

Surface  Campaign 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  252,  and  altogether  1,234  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out. 

The  method  used  for  rats  and  mice  destruction  by  the  Department 
was  that  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 


Sewer  Campaign 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued  during 
the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half-yearly  treatments  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry. 


Each  treatnient  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025%  pure  Warfarin 
with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  and  Paranitrophenol. 
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During  each  treatment  approximately  370  manholes  and  side 
entrances  were  directly  baited,  and  at  the  treatment  carried  out  at  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  found  that  there  had  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  manholes  showing  takes  of  bait  and  altogether  32  lengths  of 
sewer  showed  evidence  of  rat  infestation. 

It  will  be  necessaty  to  continue  the  half-yearly  treatments  if  the 
roden  situation  in  the  sewers  is  to  be  kept  to  a minimum.

SECTION  6— TEMPERATURE 

This  section  lays  on  the  employer  the  duty  of  maintaining  proper 
temperatures  in  Offices  and  Shops.  During  the  winter  months  routine 
temperature  readings,  using  an  instant  thermometer,  were  taken  in  all 
shop  premises  registered  under  the  Act.  In  a number  of  cases 
temperatures  were  found  to  be  below  the  standard  required  by  the  Act, 
and  advice  was  given  on  the  various  heating  methods. 

SECTION  8— LIGHTING 

During  the  year  light  meter  readings  were  taken  as  a routine 
measure  in  Shops  and  in  a number  of  instances  advice  has  been  given 
and  lighting  improved. 

NOTICE  OF  ACCIDENT 

Under  Section  48  of  the  Act,  employers  are  required  to  notify  the 
Council  of  any  accident  occurring  on  their  premises  which  causes 
the  death  of  any  employee  or  which  disables  any  employee  from  doing 
his  usual  work  for  more  than  three  days. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  accidents  which  were  reported  to 
and  investigated  by,  the  Department  during  the  year.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  licenses  were  granted  to  keep  a Pet  Shop  in  the  urban  area  of 
Penarth.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 


Licensing  of  Premises 

The  Animals  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  provides  for  a system 
of  licensing  and  inspection  by  the  Council  of  any  establishment  at 
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which  a business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs  is 
carried  on. 

No  applications  for  a licence  under  this  Act  were  received  during 
the  year. 


REGISTRATION— SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

Under  the  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  no  person  can  carry  on  the 
business  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealer  in  the  Urban  District  unless  registered 
with  the  Council. 

During  the  year  two  persons  registered  with  the  Council  making  a 
total  of  seven  registrations  under  the  Act. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1964 

This  Housing  Act  deals  with  the  question  of  the  compulsory 
improvement  of  dwellinghouses  and  a tenant  occup3dng  a dwellinghouse 
may  make  representations  to  the  Council  with  a view  to  the  exercise  by 
the  Council  of  their  powers  under  Section  19  of  the  Act. 

Two  Preliminary  Notices  were  served  to  improve  houses  to  the 
full  standard,  and  in  one  house  the  work  of  improvement  was  competed. 

During  the  year  this  work  was  transferred  to  the  Surveyor  of  the 
Council. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1961 

A number  of  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  year  and 
sound  level  readings  taken. 

Difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year  when  plant  operators 
failed  to  provide  mufflers  for  the  pneumatic  drills. 

Further  problems  arose  at  the  site  level  regarding  the  use  of  the 
mufflers.  Operators  complained  that  the  mufflers  made  the  equipment 
unwieldy  and  had  on  occasions  removed  them  against  the  instructions 
of  their  employers. 

Informal  action  was  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  asking 
for  mufflers  to  be  provided.  Operators  were  advised  of  the  danger  to 
their  hearing  by  the  use  of  pneumatic  drills  without  mufflers. 

PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS  ACTS,  1928/36 

Twenty  two  Licences  were  issued  to  store  petroleum  spirit  at 
Garages  m the  Urban  District. 

The  total  storage  capacity  licensed  was  91,700  gallons. 

All  the  premises  were  inspected  and  a number  of  faults  remedied. 
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EXPLOSIVES  ACTS,  1875  and  1923 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  also  appointed  as  Explosives 
Inspectors,  and  all  premises  registered  with  the  Council  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  mixed  explosives  (fireworks)  were  inspected  by  the 
Inspectors. 

Twenty  one  premises  were  registered  by  the  Council,  and  prior 
to  the  5th  November  all  retailers  were  circularised  with  leaflets  setting 
out  the  main  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  fireworks  and  provided 
with  posters  from  the  Home  Safety  Committee  on  the  safe  handling  of 
fireworks. 


BETTING,  GAMING  and  LOTTERIES  ACTS,  1963  to  1964 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  undertake  the  inspection  of  premises 
where  applications  have  been  made  for  permits  for  the  provision  of 
amusements  with  prizes. 

Permits  have  been  granted  in  respect  of  fourteen  hotels  and  public 
houses,  five  restaurants  and  cafes  and  one  shop. 
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
